Tattersall’s  Member 

GEORGE  MOLNAR 

A  Great  Personality 


The  Sydney  Morning  Herald's  longest- 
serving  cartoonist  George  Molnar,  has 
retired.  For  just  over  30  years,  his 
graceful  line,  wry  social  observation 
and  sharp,  though  unfailingly  conserva¬ 
tive,  political  comment  have  been  an 
indissoluble  part  of  the  Herald's  editorial 
pages. 

For  many  readers,  the  Herald  minus 
Molnar  seems  a  contradiction  in  terms 


and  letters  have  poured  in  regretting 
his  retirement. 

Letters  of  regret  have  also  been 
arriving  at  Molnar' s  Point  Piper  apart¬ 
ment  with  its  spectacular  views  across 
Double  Bay  to  the  City,  where  he  lives 
with  his  wife  Carol  and  their  two 
teenage  children.  An  absurdly-youthful 
74,  Molnar,  in  the  last  few  weeks,  has 
generally  been  taking  no  notice  of  a 
recent  operation  —  "For  that  I  will 
never  forgive  my  doctor"  —  and  has 
been  spending  his  time  reading, 
paddling  his  canoe  around  Double  Bay 
and  preparing  for  an  exhibition  of  his 
paintings  to  be  held  at  the  Holdsworth 
Galleries  later  in  the  year.  Each  paint¬ 
ing  is  signed  "Molnar  pixit". 

George  Molnar  never  intended  to  be 
a  cartoonist.  Yet  he  spent  40  years 
drawing  cartoons  for  Sydney  news¬ 
papers.  Neither  did  he  intend  to  be  a 
teacher.  Yet  he  spent  30  years  teaching 
architecture  at  the  University  of  Sydney 
and  later  the  University  of  New  South 
Wales,  where  he  was  associate  professor 
of  architecture. 

A  man  of  considerable  wit  and  charm 
—  which  is  invariably  described  by 
those  who  know  him  best  as  "old- 
fashioned,  middle-European"  — 
Molnar  was  born  in  Nagyvarad,  then 
part  of  Hungary,  and  came  to  Australia 
in  1939  after  studying  architecture  at 


Budapest  University. 

After  arriving  in  Australia  he  went  to 
work  in  Canberra,  designing  what  he 
calls  "beautiful  Mediterranean  things" 
for  the  national  capital's  public  servants. 
One  of  the  houses  he  designed  there  is 
now  the  Soviet  Embassy,  an  irony  he 
enjoys  greatly. 

And  what  prompted  Molnar  to  retire? 
Ultimately,  he  says,  it  was  because  he 
decided  he  hated  reading  newspapers. 

"Many  years  ago  I  stopped  reading 
newspapers.  I  only  read  newspapers 
on  the  days  I  was  to  do  my  cartoon.  1 
am  74  now  and  why  should  I  keep 
reading  newspapers.  I  love  doing  car¬ 
toons,  but  reading  newspapers  is  a 
high  price. 

"The  other  thing  is  that  I  am  really 
not  interested  in  the  world.  The  world 
as  it  is  I  don't  like.  If  I  want  now  I  can 
look  out  this  window  to  the  Opera 
House  or  out  of  that  window  to  the 
Bondi  Pavilion.  And  I  have  so  many 
books  to  read." 

We  thank  the  Herald  for  this  fine 
tribute  to  George. 

In  Tattersall's  Club  George  Molnar  is 
a  keen  swimmer  and  uses  the  athletic 
section  daily.  He  is  a  shy  and  very  self- 
effacing  type  of  person.  His  many  friends 
hope  George  will  continue  to  visit  the 
Club  —  we'd  miss  this  delightful  per¬ 
sonality.  Ed.

Fellow  Members, 

As  previously  mentioned  we  desire  to  keep  you 
informed  as  to  negotiations  concerning  the  re¬ 
development  of  the  Club  premises  and  submit  to 
you  the  Building  Sub-Committee  Report  July  1984. 

On  May  29,  1984  the  Committee  received  a 
proposal  in  writing  from  a  major  building  company 
for  redevelopment  of  the  Club  site  in  conjunction 
with  the  adjoining  Legacy  site. 

Since  that  date,  the  Building  Sub-Committee  has 
been  convened  on  numerous  occasions  to  seek 
advice,  both  outside  and  within  its  members,  with 
the  object  of  assessing  the  proposal  and  achieving 
a  correct  policy  for  the  future  of  the  Club's 
premises. 

In  order  that  the  members  now  be  fully  informed 
on  the  progress  to  date,  the  following  facts  can  be 
reported: 

A.  Council  Section  317D  Fire  Safety  Notice 

This  notice,  requiring  major  fire-rating  works 
to  be  carried  out  to  the  Club's  premises,  is  the 
background  which  creates  the  necessity  to 
make  prompt  decisions  on  the  best  means  of 
satisfying  both  the  order  and  the  Club's  future 
housing  needs. 

B.  Proposal  from  Major  Building  Company 

A  summary  of  this  proposal  is  as  follows: 

( i)  Building  Company  adopt  the  role  of  Project 
Manager  and  bring  together  Tattersall's, 
Legacy  and  a  Hotel  Operator  who  would 
occupy  the  new  and  partly-refurbished 
building.  The  building  would  be  split  into 
three  strata  titles,  one  to  be  owned  by 
Tattersall's,  one  by  Legacy,  and  the  hotel 
over  the  top  owned  by  an  investor. 

( ii)  The  proposal  is  conditional  on  obtaining  — 

•  Council  approval  to  the  scheme. 

•  The  hotel  operator  on  satisfactory  terms. 

•  An  investor  to  own  the  hotel. 

•  Legacy  approval. 

•  Tattersall's  approval  to  pay  $480,000 
and  move  to  other  premises  for  approxi¬ 
mately  20  months  during  building,  as 
well  as  meeting  the  cost  of  fit-out  and 
relocation  expenses. 


(iii)  An  opinion  of  the  site  value  and  the  future 
value  of  the  proposed  new  strata  title 
premises  was  commissioned.  This  opinion 
also  provided  information  on  other  Club 
development  exchanges,  which  indicated 
that  the  proposal  was  not  attractive. 

(iv)  The  building  company  was  advised  that 
the  proposal  could  not  be  recommended  in 
its  present  form. 

A  revised  offer  was  made  on  July  25,  1984 
which  eliminated  the  $480,000  cash  pay¬ 
ment,  but  reduced  the  standard  of  finishes 
in  the  building  design. 

As  Legacy  have  not  approved  their  part  of 
the  proposal,  it  is  intended  to  advise  the 
building  company  that  this  revised  basis  is 
not  acceptable. 

(v)  It  is  the  Committee's  opinion  that  a  total 
move  for  two  years  to  other  premises  and 
back  again  would  be  both  traumatic  and 
very  costly.  Whilst  the  new  premises  would 
be  very  attractive,  the  net  cost  would  result 
in  borrowings  of  approximately  $1.5  -  $2 
million,  with  no  increase  in  income  to 
service  it. 

(vi)  Unless  further  negotiations  produce  a 
change  in  these  circumstances,  the  proposal 
may  not  be  viable. 

C.  Alternatives 

The  Committee  has  now  directed  its  efforts 
towards  re-investigation  of  previous  proposals 
to  refurbish  the  premises  in  a  way  which  will 
provide  sufficient  income  to  service  the  costs 
involved. 

There  are  a  variety  of  configurations  which 
may  prove  to  be  viable  and  provide  a  solution  to 
both  the  fire  order  problem  and  the  Club's 
future  efficient  operations.
